god before the Maieſtrates whe we 
are called thereunto. As haue done 
the Apoſtles, and an infinit nomber 
_ of inartyres before vs, But rather, he 
' doeth aduiſe and perſwade vs by 
theſe ſayings: that it is not gaod nor 
conueniet rafhly declare vnto wic- 
| Kedand carnall men, the myſteries 
{ oftic chriſtian faith, whereby com- 
 monlycnſueth nothing els but con- 
{ temptandderiſion ofthe ſame,with 
manife{t daunger of their liues. And 
to the ſame ende and purpoſe he y- 
ſerch theſe words inthe 10, of Saint 
Mathewe, Beware of men, and be 
wiſe as ſerpents. Doeſt not thou ac- 
knowledge and confefle, Tempori- 
ſour, that this is the true ſence and 
meaning ofthe wordes of Chrilt? 


Temp. Icannot deny it, 
Euſeb, 
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Fuſ:b, Letvs ſee now the ifthou 
haue rightfully alledged them for 
thy purpole,or no, Ct.rift comman= 
deth that thou doo not tkrow forth 
thy pearles before wicked and fleſhe 
ly people.

ful,then ſhouid we baue no martyrs 
inthe Church of God, neither yet 
any publike confe'.:-'2 of the verity 
of the Goſpell, ſo oiten commaided 
and practiſed by Chriſte and his A- 
poltles, 

Tem. What is there th&to be done? 
Exuſeb, What ?that which thou ſeeſt 
me do, Iabhorre & deteſt as a moſt 
ſtinking carrion , their preſent eſta- 
bliſhed religion, being wholy cor- 
rupted by the yngodly Biſhopps, 
through our demerites and finnes.l 
abſtaine from the ſame both in bo-
